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ORWELLS 1984: 


FACT ORF

Both when 1984 begar 
and when it ended ther 
was much national and 
worldwide attention 
George Orwell's novel 1984, 
which examined the horrors 
of totalitarianism. The: 
focus of the many debates 
was the question, "How 
much of what Orwell 
warned us about is present 
in the world and in Amer- 
ica today?" Although au- 
thoritarianism is widely 
spread throughout Asia, 
Europe, Africa, and South 
America, it has not yet 
infiltrated the United 
States. In fact, there 
seems to be a direct sep- 
aration between nations in 
which the invasions of 
privacy and eliminations 
of freedom Orwell wrote 
about are present and those 
in which they are not. How- 
ever, even in the largest 
of the free nations, the 


U.S., there are subtle 
traces of an Orwellian 


society. For example, the 


U.S. federal government 
has numerous files about 
many aspects of everyone 
of the approximately 235 
million citizens. 

But Orwellianism is 
much more prevalent in 
the countries generally 
associated with being non- 
free. The most common 
examples are the Soviet 
Union, Eastern European 
countries such as Fast 
Germany and Czechoslavak- 
ia. In these nations there 
is a government-controlled 
press, as in 1984. Also, 
the KGB in Russia, in its 
role as the secret police, 
often invades the privacy 
of the citizens. Elections 
in the U.S.S.R. are fake 
and fixed, so that only 
one person can possibly 
win. Speaking out against 
the government is illegal 
Alsu., the Soviet Union ais- 
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played the imperialism 
that Oceania did in the 
novel by invading 

its neighbor Afghanistan 
several years ago. 

In addition to the afore- 
mentioned famous examples 
of totalitarianism- the 
Soviet Union and Eastern’ 
Europe- as well as Cuba, 
Nicaragua, and Vietnam, 
which are also well-known, 
there are numerous other 
nations where authoritar- 
ianism is present. In South 
Africa, Negroes, who form 
a majority of the citizens, 
are regarded as non-people. 
In virtually all Middle © 
Eastern nations, such as 
Iran, Jordan, and Saudi 
Arabia, there are no free 
elections. 


We, as Americans, must 
attempt to stop the spread 
of totalitarianism before. 
it takes control of the 
United States and other 
free nations. But this
